"WHAT'S IN A NAMK." 

Editor Jouunai.: — I hoar that it is 
much talked of in Washington city of 
changing the nmne of the National 
Deaf Mute College to either that of 
Grallaudel or Kendall College. The 
CoinjKtnion thinks the present name 
in the most proper. It is proper, of 
course, as the college is a national one, 
but 1 believe that every person that 
has to write the name Motional Deaf- 
Miitc ( 'olleae, in his letters or else 
thinks it is a nuisance ; and it 
a nuisance, and many persons are so 
tired of it that they seldom ever write 
more than National College, for deaf- 
mutes love brevity. 

If a change is made at all I hope it 
will be made in favor of Rev. Thomas 
H. Gallaudet, to whom the deaf-mutes 
of the nation have moro to be grate- 
ful than to any other person. To call the 
National College "Gallaudet College" 
will be "giving honor to whom honor 
is due," and I believe that all deaf- 
mutes who are acquainted with the life 
and works of that truly great and good 
man will not hesitate a moment to 
adopt that name for the college. The 
name of Thomas H. Gallaudet is among 
those of the greatest philanthropists, 
and not only every deaf-mnte in the 
Union, but the blind, the insane, all 
prisoners, and all the children of our 
public schools owe him gratitude Rev. 
T. H. Gallandot worked not for the 
deaf-mutes of Connecticut alone, but 
for those of all the States, and, there- 
fore, if a change is to be made at all in 
the name of the college, would it not 
be most proper to namo it after him I 
I do net favor the name Kendall 
College because it would bo "giving 
honor to whom honor is tuft due." 
Besides, Amos Kendall did nothing to- 
wards founding the National Deaf 
Mute College. While I have great re 
gard for the memory of this good man, 
and desire to give his name all the 
credit due it, yet J do not think it 
right to name a college whose exist' 
he never droamed of after him. 
Mr. Kendall never fostered the idea 
of a college for deaf-mutes. All he 
did was to donate two acres of land 
and pay about $8,000 for the erection 
of what is now the academic depart 
ment for the benefit of deaf mutes of 
the District of Columbia. Tho ground 
on which the college proper now 
stands and all of that back of it was 
not donated by him, but was purchas- 
ed from his son-in-law by Congress. 
So it ia easily seen that Air. Kendall 
did nothing to deserve the honor somo 
deaf-mutes would bestow upon his 
name. I hope that all deaf-mutes, as 
well as all others interested, will seo 
to it that tho namo of Gallaudet is 
chosen for our colli

Conversation 
may lie indulged in when they meet, 
for a while, but when they are called 
to order, all talking should be laid 
atiide for the time being and attention 
paid to tho lecturer. Klse some mis- 
understanding on the part of the an 
dienoe may occur and the effect, with- 
out the connecting link, may prove 
unpleasant and engender hard feel- 
ings. Besides, the lecture could not 
be comprehended. 

In (ill meetings when the speaker 
motions order it must bo understood 
that attention is required, as tho facts 
are drawn out, link after link, in the 
long chain, and if one or more links be 
•napped asunder the chain is broken, 
and it will bo of no service until link 
ed together again. Every one who in 
called upon to lecture knows this, and 
confesses that all talking during the 
delivery of a looture is a nuisance nn 
bearable. As he labors to make the 
delivery clear and interesting, he lmv 
ing set his whole aoul to the tnsk, 
talking dampens his earnestness, the 
remainder of the lecture becomes less 
and less intercHting, and at last it is 
taken like a bitter pill-

Editob Journal : — After much delay 
I have an opportunity for writing to 
you relating to how 1 um getting along. 

I went to Waterbury, where I enjoy- 
ed a Christmas tree party at the house 
of Mr. Isaac Hine and had a good 
time, as there were about 35 deaf- 

mutos present. 

I have boon out of town for two 
months, from February 5th to March 
23d, staying in Shaker Village, about 
four miles east of Thompsonville, 
where I worked in a shop and board 
ed in the office building for one month, 
from February 11th to .March 11 th, 
when a circumstance compelled me to 
loavo there. It wan a bad accident 
that I mot with, while on my way from 
my work to tho office to dinner, by 
which I was badly injured about my 
back and waist, both of which are 
lame now. It Waa caused by slipping 
off tho ice. 

My stay in Shaker Tillage was very 
pleasant, and better than I over had 
En other places, where I used to live. 
The food and bed that I had were very 
excellent. I used to take meals in the 
office building, and lodged in the old 
south building during my stay. Tho 
ladies were very kind to me. I went 
to Thompsonville from Shaker Village, 
and there I called on a deaf mute lady, 
who is well acquainted with me, and 
spent the evening in visiting her, and 
stayod at her fathei'n house from that 
night till the next afternoon. I then 
went up to Mr. F. It. Pierce's, a mile and 
a half north of that place, whir.: 1 stay- 
ed over night. He in my speaking 
friend, and has known me since Oe 
tober, I860. 

I went up to Springfield, Mann., the 
noxt day and stopped at my uncle Levi. 
L. Domiug'a house on a visit to him 
and his wife, my mint Louisa, staying 
in that city thirteen days, during 
which time I made several calls on 
deaf mute people, and also attended a 
deaf-mute religious meeting, conduct 
ed by Mr. R. H. Atwood, of Nowbui y 
port, Mass., at the house of Mr. An- 
Hon .1 Paige, in i'edur t licet, on Sun 
day afternoon. .1 enjoyed tin meeting 
very much. I gratified my uncle by 
my earnestnoss in chut ing his front 
sidewalks and yard of kiiiiw, which 
was falling. He was very kind to me, 
sheltering me from the weather, as I 
had no homo elsewhere, for I had lost 
my dear mother, who died February 
5th, 1878. 

I left Springfield at 11 o'clock 
Wednesday, the l'.lth, and called on 
Miss Snrah Ntorrs, formerly ■ ds*i 
mute teacher attOS Hartford school. 
at her parents' house, in Longmeadow. 
on my way to Thompsonville. My 
visit to her wiih brief and pleasant. I 
stayed in ThompHomille over night, 
and walked all the way to Windsor 
Lock, where I took the' cars for Hart 
ford, where | srriTsd in the evening, 
very tired. I stayed at, the asylum 
two nights, till Saturday morning, tho 
22d, when I walked to this town, 
reaching here at 2 o'clock. TluiHcnd 
ed my great jourmy dining the cold 
weather. I wondered why 1 had 
traveled many miles in the cold weath 
er during the winter just closed -all 
on business. The streets, roads-, and 
nidewalks in Springfield and the other 
towns WI bad and muddy. 

While in Springfield I came near 
taking anothei journey to Boston, for 
I was making some plans for another 
journey to that great city, but I aban- 
doned if for some BOOO reasons. I 

liked Springfield well. 

While in Hartford, before I went to 
Shaker station to In mid, I spent my 

time in visiting tl sylum, talking 

with some of the male pupils over the 

death of Mr. B. 0. Stone, the princi- 
pal, and Mr. William L Bird, both of 
whom wore my best friends and ad 

viaei v sorry that Messrs. 

Stone and Bird v, n awny from 

among their friends, and I miss (hem, 
for I loved them dearly for fesua 1 sake 
Tho death of Messrs. Stone and Bird 
wero a heavy blow to me, for they ol 
ten used to be very kind to mo when 
I was in distress. But T must say 
that God knows best, and he chose to 
have them die, as it was His will.

Editor Journal : — I know that many 
of your renders who have read my 
farewell sermon, published in your pa- 
per of last March, in which I said I 
was coming to this place, now feel 
more anxious to know where, how, 
and what I am doing than they did 
when I was at Clarendon Hills, one of 
the suburbs of Chicago, because I am 
fur away in the West from thorn. 

Well, I will gladly say that we left 
Clarendon Hills the last week of March 
last We reached here Friday, March 
28th, and were pleased with the cli- 
mate and to find the spring several 
weeks in advance of the season in 
Northern Illinois. I have noticed many 
fruit trees hero — pear, poach, apple, etc., 
and am told that they grow very lino 
peaches here, and that this county 
(Otoe) is the best county in the State for 
fruitgrowing. So much us an improve- 
ment in our former home. We like the 
climate, and find it line, dry and healthy. 
The city is beautifully situated on 
the Missouri River, a stroam with 
strong current and muddy water, and 
navigable some parts of tho year. 
There are many pretty hills and cliffs 
ai'd an abundanco of trees, giving it 
quite a romantic look. 

We have been having heavy spring 
rains, with considerable thunder and 
lightning, but the earth dries quickly. 
We are told of lakes, near by. where in 
good fishing, and we are thinking of 
having a little fishing excursion. If 
so you will hear from us again, with 
an account of our rambles and the 
luck we have. 

The principal street, Main street, 
runs tho length of the town down to 
tho river, and, according to appear- 
ances, Nebraska City is a brisk, grow- 
ing town. Iu the center of tho town 
is the Oourt-House, a good, substan- 
tial brick building, on quite an eleva- 
tion, and surrounded by beautiful 
grounds. About a mile from our house 
is the blind asylum. Wo shall try to 
visit it whon wo have more leisure. We 
hope to be well suited here, and if so, 
to make it our future home. Just now 
my brother's distillery is not running 
because of the low price of high wines 
and alcohol. Whon prices rise, and 
it resumes, then I shall hope for ft 
ill nation. I shall find something 
elso, for there must bo much work in 
such a growing State as Nebraska. 
We found a resident mute hero — 
Charles L. Minor by name — intelli- 
gent and respectable, a graduate from 
the Missouri and Nebraska Institu- 
tion*. We see him often, and are 
very glad to have some one to welcome 
us and make it seem home-like. 

Kov. Dr. Oallaudet and Bev. A. W. 
■Mann are to be at Council Bluffs and 
Omaha, about fit) miles from here, 
about the middle of May. We hope 
to go there. 

Our health is still good. The week 
ly visit of your excellent paper will 
always choer me up while I am many 
miles from my Eastern friends.

Of this 
niiuilicr he reaches directly upwards of 
I, ODD, and at least twice that number 
indirectly. At the beginning of the 
present labors, in 1875, the number of 
communicants among thorn was not 
much more than fifteen. Now it is al 
most eighty, and will be largely in 
creased by expected confirmations.

Mi Dust Mb. Kidku : •-- 1 cannot leave 
Staunton without giving you a history 
of the Virginia Institution for the Edu 
cation of the Deaf and Dumb and the 
Blind, in tho deaf unite department of 
which I was n teacher for more than 
one-third of a century. 

This institution was established iu 
18U'.). Interest in the cause of deaf 
mute and blind education was brought 
about by repeated exhibitions, given 
the previous year, by deaf mule pupils 
from tho New York Institution, under 
Professor Barnard, now President of 
Colombia University, New York, and 
by blind pupils from the Boston Wind 
Institution, under the late Dr. Howe, 
by whose wonderful skill Laura Hridg- 
niiin, the deaf-mute blind girl, was 
brought to tho light of knowledge that 
she now enjoys. 

These exhibitions were held in the 
capital, at Richmond, in the presence 
of the legislature, then in session, and 
awakened so great a feeling of sym- 
pathy for their privations, of astonish- 
ment, and admiration for their attain 
meets, and Of ardent, desire that the 
claims of their companions in affliction 
in Virginia might be at length acknowl- 
edged and provided for, that a bill es- 
tablishing an institution for thi 
and dumb and the blind was acted up 
on and passed. It was the first insti- 
tution which ever combined deaf mute 

and blind departments. 

The following gentlemen were up

The Visitors of this Institution held 
their first meeting at this place. May 

6th, 1889. 

Tim Hoard was organized by the 
election of Alex S. H Stuart, Esq., as 

President, and Nicholas (I. Kinney, 
Psq., as Secretary, but nothing else of 
consequence was done at this meeting, 
at which meeting B number of sitos 

wero offered to the Board, but tho se- 
lection was postponed until a subse- 
quent meeting. Among the sites was 
S beautiful eminence owned by Alex.

• luring all his confinement, he was pa- 
tient and happy, showing a spirit of 
deep piety. Death at last claimed him, 
a rich jewol for the galaxy of saints 
above,— a bright example for deaf 
mutes as well as others. 

Miss Susan W. Horwood was a 
bright and progressive pupil. She was 
selected as a teacher, which position 
she held with credit, alike to herself 
and the institution, until near the close 
of the war, when she resigned, and now 
resides in Princeton, Dallas county. 
Ark. 

Joseph and Robert Cochran, broth- 
ers, were unusually bright pupils, and 
could give interesting accounts of their 
earlier years. They wore once taught 
by an impostor, who for two years 
passed himself off for a deaf-mute ; but 
at last, indulging too freely in strong 
drink, he so far forgot his self imposed 
deaf mutism as to use vocal Speech, 
So mortified was he that lie immedi- 
ately, and without notice, left for parts 
unknown, an unnecessary step, which 
was regretted by thoso whom he had 
benefitted. 

Daniel M. Albright, a native of 
North Carolina, came to us a very 
bright pupil, and at the completion of 
his education, in 1846, assisted Mr. 
\\ D Cooke in establishing the North 
Carolina Institution. 

Emily E. Franklin and a sister were 
pleasant and bright pupils. On one 
ion, after their return home to 
live, they frightened a traveller, who 
had Stopped at their father's tavern, 
itly that he immediately Started 
from the table, ordered his horse, and 
left, instead of stopping all night, be 
cause he believed that there was some 
thing suspicious about, the young la- 
dies. 

Prof. Thomas H. Tillinghast came 
to us, accompanied by his grandmoth 
cr, from North Carolina. After his 
graduation he became a teacher in the 
North Carolina Institution, which po 
sition he holds now, with great credit, 
beloved by all who know him. 

I'ri it. 1 1 oldridge Chidestcr, after hav- 
ing received the regular course of in- 
struction, was the first pupil in the 
Virginia Institution to receive an ap 
pointment as I teacher, which position 
lined until the beginning of the 
war. Afterwards he received an ap- 
pointment to the West Virginia Insti- 
tution, with which he is now honorably 
connected. Whilo ho was a pupil his 
deaf mute sister, uneducated, was kill- 
ed by the falling of a tree whilo she 
was standing in tho yard noarherresi 
donee. 

Joseph K. Ridings, a deaf-mute of 
great ingenuity, received a competent 
education. Some time after he had 
graduated he went to Santa Pe, N. M., 

as a shoemaker, accompanying the 

United States army. While in that 
place he mot three deaf and dumb men, 
who told him that they were Uoman 
Catholics. He made some remarks 
dory to their religious belief, an 
uucautious undertaking, which so en- 
raged them that they would probably 
have stoned him to death, but for the 
interference of two United States sol- 
diers, who took him under their pro- 
tection. 

Prof. William M. Berkeley, a gradu- 
ate of, and now a teacher in, this in- 
stitution, is descended from Governor 
Perkelev. who was sent by the British 
Government to govern Virginia. The

Havo a large head of fresh 
lettuce, or you may use celery instead, 
washed clean, and cut into pieces of 
the aamfl size as tho fowl. Make tho 
dressing by taking the yolks of three 
hard boilecl eggs and wash them smooth 
on a soup plate with the back ol a 
wooden spoon, with a small salt -spoon- 
ful of salt, one of cayenne popper, and 
a largo tea-spoonful of made mustard, 
mix these well together and then add
